tion, such candidates equal in number to the number of City Commissioners 
removed shall be declared elected to fill the vacancies; and among the suc- 
cessful candidates those receiving the greater number of votes shall be de- 
clared elected for the longer terms. Cases of ties, and all other matters 
not herein specifically provided for, shall be determined by the rules govern- 
ing elections generally. 


Section 209. 
EFFECT OF RESIGNATIONS: No proceedings for the 


recall of all of the members of the City Commission at the same election 
shall be defeated in whole or in part by the resignation of any or all of them, 
but upon the resignation of any of them, the City Commission shall have 
power to fill the vacancy until a successor is elected, and the proceedings 
for the recall and electioa of successors shall continue and have the same 
effect as though there had been no resignation. 


Section 210. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS: 
Except as Herein 


otherwise provided, no petition to recall any City Commissioner shall be filed 
within six months after he takes office. No person removed by recall shall 
be eligible to be elected or appointed upon said City Commission for a period 
of two years after the date ot such recall. The City Auditor and Clerk shall 
preserve in his office alt papers comprising or connected with & petition (or 
* recall for .the period ot one year after the same were filed. The method 
of removal herein provided is in addition to such other methods as are or may 
b« provided by1 general law,- 


Section 211. 
OFFENSES RELATING TO PETITIONS: 
No person 


shall falsely impersonate another, or purposely write his name or residence 
falsely in the signing of any petition for initiative, referendum or recall, or 
forge any name thereto, or sign any such paper with knowledge that he Is 
not a qualified elector of the City. No person shall sign or knowingly per- 
mit to be signed, any petition for recall at any place other than the office 
of the City Auditor and Clerk. Nor shall any person employ or pay another 
or accept employment or payment, for circulating any initiative or refer- 
endum petition upon the basis of the number of signatures procured thereto. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, be fined in any sum not 
to exceed one hundred dollars and the costs of prosecution, and may be im- 
prisoned for not exceeding three months, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. The foregoing provisions shall not be held to be exclusive of, but in 
addition to all laws of the State prescribing penalties for the same offenses 
or for both offenses relating to the same matter.

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 212. 
PUBLIC MEETING: In the interest of the citizens and 


taxpayers and their knowledge of the manner in which the affairs of the City 
are being conducted, a public meeting shall be called once each year. It 
shall be the duty of the City Auditor and Clerk to give notice of such public 
meeting in a newspaper published in the City between January 10th and 
January 20th of each year, such public meeting to be held in some con 
venient public place between January 20th and January 31st next ensuing 
The City Auditor and Clerk and City Manager shall be present at such 
public meeting and be prepared to furnish such data and .tacts in the! 
possession as may be required to show the manner in which the affairs o 
the City have been conducted during the past year. If, after a full and fre< 
discussion, a majority of the taxpayers of the City there present shall de 
cide some definite .proposition would be to the best interests of the City 
they may embody such proposition in a recommendation to the City Com 
mission. This recommendation shall he acted upon by the City Commission 
at their next regular nteeting. If such action" be favorable thereto, it shal 
at once be embodied in an appropriate ordinance or resolution, which ordi 
nance or resolution may be subject to the referendum, as are other ord: 
nances and resolutions. 
If the recommendation be rejected by the Cit; 


Commission, the same may, by the initiative, be balloted on at tie en 
suing election. 


Section 213. 
FIRST ELECTION: Immediately after the ratification o 


this Charter, as hereinafter provided, the City Clerk shall call a special elec 
tion to be held at the City Council Chamber in the City of New Smyrna 
Florida, on the 28th day of December, A. D. 1920, for the purpose of electin 
three City Commissioners and a Municipal Judge. Notice of such electio 
shall be published in four consecutive weekly issues of a newspaper of genera 
circulation in the City. Candidates for the City Commission and Municipi 
Judge shall, at such election, be nominated by petition, and there shall 
nj primary. Such petitions shall be filed with the City Clerk not later tha 
December 16, 1920, and shall contain the name of the candidate or candidate; 
and shall specify as to each candidate that he is nominated for the office o 
City Commissioner or Municipal Judge 'of the City of New Smyrna, Florida 
and that he possesses the qualifications required for members of the Cit 
Commission or Municipal Judge by the Charter. 
Such petitions shall b 
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signed for each candidate by qualified electors of the City not less in number 
than 25. Signers of such petitions shall insert in them the names they desire, 
to the number of three, to act as a committee to fill vacancies caused by 
death or withdrawal. E*cb, elector, may subscribe to one nomination for-each 
of the four places to be filled, and no more. One of the signers to each of 
separate papers shall swear that the statements therein are true to the best 
of his knowledge and belief and the certificate of such oath shall be annexed. 
Any person whose name has been submitted for candidacy by such petition 
shall file with the City Clerk not later than five days thereafter a written 
acceptance of such candidacy, which acceptance shall state that if elected he 
will qualify for and serve in such office during the term for which he is 
elected.

The City Commission or any com- 


mittee thereof, the City Manager or any advisory board appointed by the 
City Commission for such purpose, shall have power at any time to cause 
the affairs of any department or the conduct of jiny officer or employe to be 
investigated; and for such purpose shall have power to compel the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of books, papers, and other evidence; and 
for that purpose may issue subpoenas or attachments which shall be signed 
by the president or chairman of the body, or by the officer making the in- 
vestigation, and shall be served by any officer authorized by law to serve 
such process. The authority making such investigation shall have power 
to cause the testimony given under oath, sucli oath to be administered by 
some officer having authority under the law of the State to administer 
oaths; and shall also have power to punish as for contempt any person re- 
fusing to testify to any fact within his knowledge, or produce any book or 
papers under his control relating to the matter under investigation.

and imposes upon each member of the community the duty and responsibility 
of actively interesting himself in the affairs of the City. 


The form of Citv government proposed under the Charter which is sub- 


mitted herewith is what is known as the "Commission-Manager Plan," and, 
that it may be rnoie thoroughly understood, its organization and the distri- 
bution of its functions are briefly outlined in the following diagrams: 


TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA: 


Your Charter Board, elected by vou on July 6th last, in accordance 


with Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida. Acts of 1915, now presents for your^ 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. This Charter i 
is the result of our beet thought and effort expended during many weeks 
of the most painstaking research and work. 
It contains many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


• Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind that 


onriCity is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
Most bear the cost of our municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long'hours at their various trades, professions,; 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now, or have here- 
tofore been in charge of our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our .tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which our progressive 
citizens have so earnestly striven. 
The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all our people. Those who have made an extensive 
study of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
the best results are obtained by placing the executive affairs of the City di- 
rectly in the hands of one -man trained in the science of City Management, 
who is required to devote his full time to his duties, and who is made directly 
responsible for economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Commission- 
Manager Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commission-Manager Plan" Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
•economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 


By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 


one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden o£ 
taxation will be more justly distributed. 


Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 


the initiative and referendum. 


3. It creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative unity makes for harmony beUveen departments, since all are 
subject to a common head. 


4. It insures expertness in administration at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head. 


5. It takes politics out of City affairs by limiting the number of persons 


to be voted for each year to a single legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants. 


7. It furnishes, through the recall, a simple method of removing in- 


efficient or corrupt officials. 


8. It secures full publicity of official acts, yet eliminr.tes wasteful 


methods of legal advertising. 


9. It prohibits candidates from soliciting office by improper methods. 
10. It provides for the adoption of a "Civic Plan" for New Smyrna; 


thus insuring future improvements and civic development along definite and 
-•comprehensive lines, and toward the accomplishment of a general plan de- 
vised by expert opinion and previously approved and adopted by the people 
of the City. 


11. It creates a purchasing department which will effect great saving 


in the purchase of supplies. 


12. It safeguards the City in franchise matters. 
13. It affords a means of avoiding much unnecessary tearing up of 


streets for service connections. 


14. It provides the means whereby the people of any locality within the 


City may, by their own initiative, obtain needed improvements which will 
specially benefit their property. 


15. Through the initiative it provides a simple and easy method of di-

three years, the one having the next higest number of votes for two year,", 
and the one having the third highest number of votes for one year, and 
at each annual election thereafter, one Commissioner shall be \oted for.

POWERS: 
All powers of the City except such as are- 


vested in the jurisdiction of a Municipal Court and except as otherwise 
provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, are hereby- 
vested in the City Commission, and, except as otherwise provided by this 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Commission may, by 
ordinance or resolution provide the manner in which any power of the Citv 
shall be exercised. Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 
shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising hit, 
own judgement in selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely • 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member 
thereof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
6t the City Manager, either publicly or privately. 


Section 11. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS: 
Members of the City 


Commission shall be residents of the City for five years and have the quali- 
fications of electors and shall be taxpayers on real and personal property- 
within the city limits. Officers and employes of the City shall not hold anr 
other public office, except as Notaries Public, and shall not be interested i^ 
the profits or emoluments of any contract, work or service for the munici- 
pality, and any such contract in which any officer or employe is, or may be- 
come interested, shall be declared void by the City Commission. 


Section 12. 
CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION PRO- 


HIBITED: 
No candidate for the office of City Commission shall make any 


personal canvass among the voters to secure his nomination or election 
or the nomination and election of any other candidate in the same election. 
He may cause notice of his candidacy to be published in the newspapers and 
may -procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination; but he shall, 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote for him. 
He shall not expend or 


promise any money, office, employment or any other thing of value to secure 
nominatiOB or election, but he may answer such inquiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his position publicly upon matters of public interest, 
either by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for 
newspaper publication or general circulation. 
A violation of these pro- 


visions or any of them, shall disqualify him from holding the office if Sleeted 
and the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled to the office. 


Section 13. 
JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: The City Commission 


shall be the judge of the election and qualification of its own members sub- 
ject to review by the courts. Any member ot the City Commission who shall 
be convicted of crime while in office shall thereby forfeit his office. 


Section 14. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PASSES AND SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


PROHIBITED: No City Commissioner or other officer oi- employe of the City 
shall accept any frank, free ticket, p.ass or service, directly or indirectly, 
from any person, firm or corporation, upon terms more favorable than are 
granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official' 
badges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and provided further that

ABOLISHMENT OF PRESENT MUNICIPALITY: 
The 


existing municipalit> of the City ot New Smyrna, County of Arolusia, 
State of Florida, is hereby abolished. 


Section 2. 
TITLE TO PROPERTY RESERVED TO NEW MUNICI- 


PALITY: 
The 
title, rights 
and ownership of property, uncollected 


taxes, dues, claims, judgments, decrees and < liooses in action, held or owned 
by the municipality of New Smyrna shall pass to, and be vested in the 
municipal corporation organized under this Charter to succeed the munici- 
pality abolished. 


Section 3. 
CONTRACTS REMAIN BINDING: 
No obligation 
or 


contracts of the said municipality, including bonds heretofore issued, shall 
be impaired or avoided by this Charter, but such debts and obligations shall 
pass to and be binding upon the new municipality which is hereby organized 
and created.

He shall make and keep a list ot the outstanding city bonds, 
to whom Issued, for what purpose, when and where payable and the rate of 
Interest they respectively bear and he shall recommend such action from' 
time to time to the City Commission, through the City Manager, as will 
insure the punctual payment of principal and interest of such bonds. He 
shall furnish the City Manager at any time such reports, data and in- 
formation as may be necessary to fully inform the latter as to the financial 
affairs of the City, furnishing him such estimates of the expense ot the City 
government as may be necessary to form the basis ot the annual budget and 
to determine the revenue to be raised each year.

the assessing officer shall, from his best information, believe to be the 
names of the owner or owners thereof, or may assess same as unknown. 
Each lot and separate tract of land shall be assessed separately, except that 
at the written request of owner of lots or tracts of land adjoining each other, 
or when owner makes return thereof in such manner, such adjoining 
tracts of land may be assessed together. 
The assessor shall make diligent 


inquiry as to the ownership of personal property subject to taxation, and 
shall assess all such property in the name of the owner. 


Section 93. 
DATE OF ASSESSMENT: All property shall be assessed 


as of the first day of the fiscal year for which such assessment is made. 


Section 94. 
PRELIMINARY ASSESSMENT ROLL: 
Upon his pre- 


liminary assessment roll the City Auditor and Clerk as ex-officio Tax Assessor 
shall indicate in some convenient manner, the property subject to taxation 
for each of the purposes for which taxation is authorized. Said assessment 
roll shall be completed by the assessor and submitted to the Equalizing 


ment of any real or personal property upon the roll by increasing or clecreaf- 
ng the assessed valuation thereof as shall be reasonable and just to render 
:axation uniform; provided that the valuation of any real or personal prop- 
erty, as returned by the assessor shall not be increased to exceed twen*y 
per cent without first giving the owner or his agent notice of the intention 
of the Board to increase it. Such notice shall be by personal service upoa 
the owner or agent by leaving a copy of the written notice at his usual place 
of business or last place of residence and shall state therein the time when 
the Board will be in session to act upon the inattei 


Board on the first Monday of September of each year. 


Section 95. 
CORRECTION (OF ASSESSMENTS: 
If the City Auditor 


and Clerk, in his capacity as ex-officio Assessor of Taxes, in making his 
assessments shall discover that any land in the City was omitted in the 
assessment roll of eit'her or all of the three previous years. ,or that any land 
was illegally sold for 'taxation and is then liable for taxation, he shall assess 
such lands for the next fiscal year and shall also assess the same property 
for each such year or years as may have been omitted or was illegally sold 
for taxes, at the cash value thereof at the time, noting distinctly the year or 
years when such omissions occurred, and such assessment shall 'have the 
same effect as if made in the year or years when assessment was omitted, 
and taxes shall be levied and collected theron in like manner together with 
the taxes for the year in which assessment is being made; but-no land shall 
be assessed for more than three years arrears of taxes, and all lands shall be 
subject to be assessed inlo whomsoever's hands they may have come. 


Section 96. 
RETURNS: 
All persons, corporations or firms owning 


property, whether real or personal, subject to taxation by the City of New 
Smyrna, shall be required to make return of the same before the first day of 
August each year to the City Auditor and Clerk in his capacity as ex-officio 
Assessor of the City. Such return shall be made upon and in conformity 
with blanks prepared and to tie supplied for such purpose through the office of 
the City Auditor and Clerk, and such return shall contain a complete list of 
all the property taxable by the City belonging to such person, corporation or 
firm for which such return is made, together with the full cash value thereof, 
giving separately an intelligent diseription and the full cash value of each 
separate lot and parcel of real property; which diseription and valuation 
thus returned may be considered by the assessing officer in making assess- 
ments, but he shall not be bound thereby. Should any person, corporation 
or firm omit to make such returns, as above required,- the assessing.oi.icer 
shall assess the property not Ihus relumed in the name of Ihe'Owner, if the 
owner shall be known to him, and where the name of the owner is not known 
to him, he may assess it in the name of the supposed &i reputed owner or 
occupant or as belonging to an unknown owner.

SESSIONS TO BE OPEN: During the sessions of the 


Equalizing Board it shall be open to the public.- Any person or his attorner 
or agent feeling aggrieved by anything in the assessment roll may apply 
to the Equalizing Board in person for the correction of alleged errors in 
listing or inequalization in Ihe value of his properly, whether real or per- 
sonal, and the Board may take such action as it may deem just and proper 
In the premises. 


Section 109. 
FAILURE TO RETURN PROPERTY FOR TAXATION: 


If the Board has reason to believe that any person has failed to return to 
the assessor all property required by law to be returned or if any refuse to. 
swear to the return which he has made, the Board may notify the person who 
has failed to make return or to swear to same, requiring him to appear, and 
may examine such person on oath in regard to the property in question and 
if such person so notified refuses to appear, the Board may fix the valuation; 
of Ihe properly at such sum as is deemed just and proper, as provided. Any 
person feeling aggrieved at any decision ot the Equalizing Board in any mat- 
ter that »he has called upon such Board to correct, alter or change, with, 
reference to the listing or valuation of his own property, may appeal to the 
Circuit Court.

COMPLETION OF ROLL: 
All changes made by the 


Equalizing Board shall be noted in the preliminary assessment roll by the

plan of government would be

Nor shall any person employ or pay another 
or accept employment or payment, for circulating any initiative or refer- 
endum petition upon the basis of the number of signatures procured thereto. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, be fined in any sum nol 
to exceed one hundred dollars and the costs of prosecution, and may be im- 
prisoned for not exceeding three months, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. The foregoing provisions shall not be held to be exclusive of, but in 
addition to all laws of the State prescribing penalties for the same offenses 
or for both offenses relating to the same matter. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 212. 
PUBLIC MEETING: In the interest of the citizens and 


taxpayers and their knowledge of the manner in which the affairs of the City 
are being conducted, a public meeting shall be called once each year. It 
shall be the duty of the City Auditor and Clerk to give notice of such public 
meeting in a newspaper published in the City between January 10th and 
January 20th of each year, such public meeting to be held in some con 
venient public place between January 20th and January 31st next ensuing 
The City Auditor and Clerk and City Manager shall be present at such 
public meeting and be prepared to furnish such data anil .tacts in their 
possession as may be required to show the manner in which the affairs o: 
the City have been conducted during the past year. If, after a full and free 
discussion, a majority of the taxpayers of the City there present shall de 
cide some definite .proposition would be to the best interests of the City 
they may embody such proposition in a recommendation to the City Com 
mission. This recommendation shall be acted upon by the City Commission 
at their next regular nteeting. If such action" be favorable thereto, it shal 
at once be embodied in an appropriate ordinance or resolution, which ordi 
nance or resolution may be subject to the referendum, as are other ordi 
nances and resolutions. 
If the recommendation be rejected by the City 


Commission, the same may, by the initiative, be balloted on at tie en 
suing election. 


Section 213. 
FIRST ELECTION: Immediately after the ratification o 


this Charter, as hereinafter provided, the City Clerk shall call a special elec 
tion to be held at the City Council Chamber in the City of New Smyrna 
Florida, on the 28th day of December, A. D. 1920, for the purpose of electing 
three City Commissioners and a Municipal Judge. Notice of such electioi 
shall be published in four consecutive weekly issues of a newspaper of genera 
circulation in the City. Candidates for the City Commission and Municipi 
Judge shall, at such election, be nominated by petition, and there shall be 
nj primary. Such petitions shall be filed with the City Clerk not later than 
December 16, 1920, and shall contain the name of the candidate or candidates 
and shall specify as to each candidate that he is nominated for the office o 
City Commissioner or Municipal Judge 'of the City of New Smyrna, Florida 
and that he possesses the qualifications required for members of the Cit 
Commission or Municipal Judge by the Charter.

signed for each candidate by qualified electors of the City not less in number 
than 25. Signers of such petitions shall insert in them the names they desire, 
to the number of three, to act as a committee to fill vacancies caused by 
death or withdrawal. Each elector, may subscribe to one nomination tor-each' 
ot the four places to be filled, and no more. One of the signers to each of 
separate papers shall swear that the statements therein are true to the best 
of his knowledge and belief and the certificate of such oath shall be annexed. 
Any person whose name has been submitted for candidacy by such petition 
shall file with the City Clerk not later than five days thereafter a written 
acceptance of such candidacy, which acceptance shall state that if elected he 
will qualify for and serve in such office during the term for which he is 
elected. 
It shall be the duty of the City Clerk with whom such ac- 


ceptance is filed, forthwith to make and deliver to such candidate a written 
certificate acknowledging receipt of such acceptance and stating the date 
of its filing. If any candidate fails to file such acceptance his name shall 
not appear upon the ballot. The City Clerk shall appoint four qualified 
electors as a board of Election Commissioners, whose duty it shall be 
to conduct such election and certify the result thereof to the City Clerk. 
It shall be the duty of the City Clerk to cause the names of all candidates 
to be printed upon the ballot in alphabetical order. Electors shall make a 
cross mark (X) to the left of the names of the candidates of his choice. 
The City Clerk shall also make all other necessary arrangements for the 
holding of this election in accordance with the general law and with this 
Charter, and for the proper certification of the result thereof. He shall 
also deliver certificates of election to the successful candidates. The three 
City Commissioners and the Municipal Judge elected at the election pro- 
vided for under this, section shall assume the duties of their offices on the 
first day of January, A. D. 1921. 


Section 214. 
PRESIDENT OF COUNCIL MAY ACT: In the event of 


the refusal or inability of the City Clerk to perform the duties required of 
him by the preceding secetion. the president of the City Council bhali perform 
such duties. 


Section 215. 
INVESTIGATIONS: 
The City Commission or any com- 


mittee thereof, the City Manager or any advisory board appointed by the 
City Commission for such purpose, shall have power at any time to cause 
the affairs of any department or the conduct of any officer or employe to be 
investigated; and for such purpose shall have power to compel the attendance 
of witness^ and the production of books, papers, and other evidence; and 
for that purpose may issue subpoenas or attachments which shall be signed 
by the president or chairman of the body, or by the officer making the in- 
vestigation, and shall be served by any officer authorized by law to serve 
such process. The authority making such investigation shall have power 
to cause the testimony given under oath, such oath to be administered by 
some officer having authority under the law of the State to administer 
oaths; and shall also have power to punish as for contempt any person re- 
fusing to testify to any fact within his" knowledge, or produce any book or 
papers under his control relating to the matter under investigation.

All general laws of the 


State applicable to municipal corporations, now or which may hereafter be

TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA: 


Your Charter Board, elected by vou on July 6th last, in accordance 


with Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida. Acts of 1915, now presents for your 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. This Charter 
is the result of our best thought and effort expended during many weeks 
ot the most painstaking research and work. 
It contains many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


• Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind that 


onr.'City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
Most bear the cost of our municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long "hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now, or have here- 
tofore been ill charge of our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our .tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which our progressive 
citizens have so earnestly striven. 


The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all our people. 
Those who have made an extensive 


study of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
the best results are obtained by placing the executive affairs of the City di- 
rectly in the hands of one -man trained in the science of City Management, 
who is required to devote his full time to his duties, and who is made directly 
responsible for economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Commission- 
Manager Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commission-Manager Plan" Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
•economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 


By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 


one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden o£ 
taxation will be more justly distributed. 


Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 


the initiative and referendum. 


3. It creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative unity makes for harmony between departments, since all are 
subject to a common head. 


4. It insures expertness in administration at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head. 


5. It takes politics out of City affairs by limiting the number of persons 


to be voted for each year to a single legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants. 


7. It furnishes, through the recall, a simple method of removing in- 


efficient or corrupt officials. 


8. It secures full publicity of official acts, yet eliminate? wasteful 


methods of legal advertising. 


9. It prohibits candidates from soliciting office by improper methods. 
10. It provides for the adoption of a "Civic Plan" for New Smyrna; 


thus insuring future improvements and civic development along definite and 
"comprehensive lines, and toward the accomplishment of a general pten de- 
Tised by expert opinion and previously approved and adopted by the people 
of the City. 


11. It creates a purchasing department which will effect great saving 


in the purchase of supplies. 


12. It safeguards the City in franchise matters. 
13. It affords a means of avoiding much unnecessary tearing up of 


streets for service connections. 


14. It provides the means whereby the people of any locality within the 


City may, by their own initiative, obtain needed improvements which will 
specially benefit their property. 


16. Through the initiative it provides a simple and easy method of di- 


rect legislation whenever, necessity demands it. 


16. It recogiizes the people as the sole source of governmental power 


and imposes upon each member of the community the duty and responsibility 
of actively interesting himself in the affairs of the City.

mitted herewith is what is known as the "Commission-Manager Plan," and, 
that it may be moie thoroughly understood, its organization and the distri- 
bution of its functions are briefly outlined in the following diagrams:

of particular powers by this Charter shall not be held or deemed to be ex- 
clusive, but, in addition to (the powers enumerated herein, implied thereby 
or appropriate to the exercise thereof, the City shall have, and may exercise; 
all other powers which, under the constitution and laws of Florida, it would'

Charter also would give the city the right to exercise police powers over 
abbatoirs, dairies, slaughter houses and sanitation, for a distance of five- 
miles from the City limits, provided, only, that such action should not be- 
taken within the corporate limits of any neighboring municipality.

granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official' 
badges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and provided further that 
nothing in this section shall be so construed as to prohibit the use of passes 
or free service that has been or may be granted to any City Commissioner by 
reason of his employment other than as a City Commissioner 


Section 15. 
FORFEITURE OF OFFICE: Any City Commissioner wh» 


shall cease to possess any of the qualifications required under the six nre- 
ceeding sections shall forthwith forfeit his office.

In case the members 
of the City Commission are unable to agree within five days after the time 
fixed herein for the organization meeting, upon the selection of the Mavor, 
then such officer shall be chosen by lot, conducted by the City Clerk, who

FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF MAYOR: 
The Mavor 


shall preside at all meetings of the Cty Commibsion and perform such othec 
duties consistent with his office as may be imposed by it; and shall ha\e a 
voice and vote in the proceedings of the City Commission, but no veto power. 
He may use the title of Mayor in any case in which legal instruments of 
writing or other necessity arising from the general laws of the State so re- 
quires; but this shall not be considered as conferring upon him the admin- 
istrative or judicial functions of a mayor under the general laws of the 
State.

He may take com- 
mand of the police and govern the City by proclamation, under .the direction 
of the City Commission during times of grave public danger or emergency, 
and the City Commission shall be the judge of what constitutes such public 
danger or emergency. The powers and duties- of the Mayor shall be such as 
are conferred upon him by the City Commission in pursuance of the provisions 
of this Charter, and no others-. In the absence ot the Mayor the other mem- 
bers of the City Commission shall select one of their number to perform his 
duties. In case of their inability to select one of their number, then such 
selection shall be made as piovided for in the preceeding section.

CITY AUDITOR AND CLERK, DUTIES OF: There shall . 


be a City Auditor and Clerk, who shall be appointed by and serve during the 
pleasure of the City Commissioners and who, under the supervision of the 
City Manager, shall be director of the Department of Records and Taxation. 
He shall issue all warrants (or the payment of money by the City; shall keep 
an accurate account of all taxes and assessments, of all moneys due to, and 
of all receipts and disbursements by the municipality; of all of its assets 
and liabilities and of all appropriations made by the City Commission. He 
shall submit to the City Cpmmission at Us first meeting in each month a 
complete.and comprehensive tcport covering the next preceeding month ot 
the receipts and expenditures and of the financial condition of the City, 
which report shall be published -within fifteen days thereafter ,in a local 
newspaper. He shall make and keep a list ot the outstanding city bonds, 
to whom Issued, for what purpose, when and where payable and the rate of _ 
interest they respectively bear and he shall recommend such action from 
time to time to the City Commission, through the City Manager, as will 
insure the punctual payment ot principal and interest of such bonds. He 
shall furnish the City Manager at any time such reports, data and in- 
formation as may be necessary to fully inform the latter as to the financial 
affairs of the City, furnishing him such estimates of the expense ot the City 
government as may be necessary to form the basis ot the annual budget and 
to determine the revenue to be raised each year.

other evidences of indebtedness which have been redeemed; he shall counter- 
sign all bonds, orders, certificates or other evidence of indebtedness of the 
City and keep accurate account thereof, which accounts shall show for what 
purpose issued, to whom, and the amount thereof; he shall keep account Wjitb. 
all disbursing officers and employes of the City, showing the amounts ttiey 
have received from different sources of revenue, and the amounts they hava 
disbursed, as authorized under the ordinances of the City. He shall keep 
a list o£ all certificates issued for work or for any other purpose, and, be- 
fore the levy of the City Commission ot any special tax upon property 
in the City, or any part thereof, he shall furnish to the City Manager for 
the information of the City Commission, a' schedule of all lots or parcels 
of land which may be subject to the proposed tax or assessment and which 
it may be necessary to levy on, which said schedule shall be certified by 
his affidavit and shall be prima facie evidence of the facts stated therein, in 
all cases 'wherein the validity of such tax or assessment shall come in 
question. Acting upon such schedule the City Commission may, if they deem 
such special tax or assessment legal and just, cause the same to be levied.

CERTIFICATE OF FUNDS: 
After May 1. 1921. no con- 


tract, agreement or other obligation involving the expenditure of money shall 
be entered into, nor shall any ordinance, resolution or order for the ex-

or obligation, from taxes or assessments, or from sales or sen-ices, products 
or by-pfoudcts, or from any City undertaking, fees, charges, accounts, and 
bills receivable, or other claims in the process of collection; and all moneys 
applicable to the payment of such obligation or appropriation, which are to 
be paid into the depository prior to the maturity thereof, arising from the

rent fiscal year have been made, then the City Commissios shall have

power by ordinance to revise, to repeal or change said appropriation and 
make additional appropriations for that year. 


Section 86. 
TRANSFER OF FUNDS: Fpon request of the City Man- 


ager, the City Commission may transfer any part of any unencumbered bal- 
ance of an appropriation to a purpose or object for which the appropriation 
of the current year has proved insufficient, or may authorize a transfer to be 
made between item1- appropriated to he same office or department. 


Section S7. 
LIMITATIONS ON APPROPRIATIONS: At the close of 


each fiscal year the unenc umerbed balance of each appropriation shall revert 
to the general fund and shall be 'subject to future appropriations. 
Any 


accruing revenues of the City, not appropriated and hereinbefore provided, 
and any balance at anv time remaining after the purpose of the appropriation 
shall have been satisfied or abandoned, may from time to time be appropriated 
)y the City Commission to such use as will not conflict with any uses for 
which specifically such revenues accrued. No money shall be drawn from 
the depository of the City, nor shall any obligation for the expenditure" of 
money be incurred, except pursuant to the appropriations made by the City 
Commission. 


Section 88. 
PAYMENT OF CLAIMS: No warrant for the payment of 


any account or claim shall be issued by the City Auditor and Clerk until 
such account or claim shall have been approved by the head of the depart- 
ment for which the indebtedness was incurred and by the City Manager, and 
such officers and their sureties shall be liable to the municipality for all loss 
and damage sustained by the municipality by reason of corrupt or improper 
approval of any such claim or account against the municipality. 


Section 89. 
LEVIES: The City of New Smyrna shall have power to 


evy taxes each year for the ordinary purposes of the municipality; provided 
that such levy shall be at a rate not to exceed twenty-four mills on the 
assessed valuation of the taxable property within its limits, which assessed 
valuation shall not exceed the last valuation thereof by the state for taxation. 
The words "ordinary purposes" shall be construed to mean all expenses for 
salaries of officers and employes, police and fire force maintenance, cleaning 
of street, illumination, incidental expenses of administration of the public 
business and all other purposes strictly municipal in their character which 
are annual and continuing, including reasonable expenditures for adver- 
tising and promoting the interests of the municipality through legitimate and 
recognized mediums for the accomplishment of such purposes, and for pro- 
moting the welfare of the people of the City by such means as will contribute 
toward making the said City more attractive as place of residence. 


Section 90. 
SPECIAL TAX: In addition to the foregoing levy of not 


exceeding twenty-four mills, said municipal corporation may annually levy 
and collect a special tax for permanent improvements and the adornment, 
paving and improvement of the streets and public grounds ol the City and 
the property of the municipally beyond the limits of the City, which levy 
shall not exceed seven and one-half (7M-) mills on the assessed value 
of the taxable property of the City. Said corporation shall also levy and 
collect annually upon its taxable property aforesaid such sums as may be 
necessary to pay interest upon the indebtedness of the City and for the 
maintenance and repairs of its properties, streets and public works; to create 
a sinking fund tor the ppyment of such indebtedness as may be incurred; 
and to pay the bonds of the City already issued 07 any bonds which may be 
issued m accordance with law; to pay any judgment against the City and any 
such sum as may be commanded to be levied by^iny mmdamus legally issued 
against the City. 


Section 91. 
RATE OF ASSESSMENT: The percentage of taxation 


herein authorized shall in such cases be upon thp valuation of the taxable 
property in said City as set forth in the State and County assessment roll. 


Section 92. 
TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL: 
All property within the 


City taxable tor State purposes shall be assessed and listed for purposes of 
general taxation on the City Tax Assessment Roll in the name of the owner 
when such owner's name is known to the assessing officer but real property, 
the owner or owners of which are unknown to the assessor shall be listed as 
the assessing officer shall, from his best information, believe to be the 
names of the owner or owners thereof, or may assess same as unknown. 
Each lot and separate tract of land shall be assessed separately, except that 
at the written request of owner of lots or tracts of land adjoining each other, 
or when owner makes return thereof in such manner, such adjoining 
tracts of land may be assessed together. 
The assessor shall make diligent 


inquiry as to the ownership of personal property subject to taxation, and 
shall assess all such property in the name of the owner. 


Section 93. 
DATE OF ASSESSMENT: All property shall be assessed 


as of the first day of the fiscal year for which such assessment is made. 


Section 94. 
PRELIMINARY ASSESSMENT ROLL: 
Upon his pre- 


liminary assessment roll the City Auditor and Clerk as ex-officio Tax Assessor 
shall indicate in some convenient manner, the property subject to taxation 
for each of the purposes for which taxation is authorized. Said assessment 
roll shall be completed by the assessor and submitted to the Equalizing 
Board on the first Monday of September of each year. 


Section 95. 
CORRECTION ,OF ASSESSMENTS: If the City Auditor 


and Clerk, in his capacity as ex-officio Assessor of Taxes, in making his 
assessments shall discover that any land in the City was omitted in the 
assessment roll of either or all of the three previous years. ,or that any land 
was illegally sold for -taxation and is then liable for taxation, he shall assess 
such lands for the next fiscal year and shall also assess the same property 
for each strch year or years as may have been omitted or was illegally sold 
for taxes, at the cash value thereof at the time, noting distinctly the year or 
years when such omissions occurred, and such assessment shall 'have the 
same effect as if made in the year or years when assessment was omitted, 
and taxes shall be levied and collected theron in like manner together with 
the taxes for the year in which assessment is being made; but-no land shall 
be assessed for more than three years arrears of taxes, and all lands shall be 
subject to be assessed into whomsoever's hands they may have come. 


Section 96. 
RETURNS: 
All persons, corporations or firms owning 


property, whether real or personal, subject to taxation by the City of New 
Smyrna, shall be required to make return of the same before the first day of 
August each year to the City Auditor and Clerk in his capacity as ex-officio 
Assessor of the City. Such return shall be made upon and in conformity 
with blanks prepared and to be supplied for such purpose through the office of 
the City Auditor and Clerk, and such return shall contain a complete list of 
all the property taxable by the City belonging to such person, corporation or 
firm for which such return is made, together with the full cash value thereof, 
giving separately an intelligent diseription and the full cash value of each 
separate lot and parcel of real property; which diseription and valuation 
thus returned may be considered by the assessing officer in making assess- 
ments, but he shall not be bound thereby. 
Should any person, corporation 


or firm omit to make such returns, as above required,- the assessing.oi.icer 
shall assess the property not thus returned in the name of the'Owner, if the 
owner shall be known to him, and where the name of the owner is not known 
to him, he may assess it in the name of the supposed GI reputed owner or 
occupant or as belonging to an unknown owner. -In case the real owner 
fails or refuses to make return ofJai property-;'as herein required, the City

PREPARATION OF: The City Commission may by or- 


dinance provide for the preparation of a plat or plats, or plat book or plat 
books, showing thereon any or all of the lands -of the .City, each lot and 
block, tract or parcel of land being thereon so indicated by number or other 
designation as to be' easily and intelligently referred to by way of de- 
scription, and for the filing thereof in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court for Volusia County, as a part of the public records of Volusia County : 
and after such filing thereof, the lands thereon indicated may be described 
and assessed upon the City tax assessment rolls by reference to such plat 
or plats, plat book or plat books, which shall be plainly endorsed "Ne/w 
Smyrna City Plats," and shall be referred to on the City assessment rolls a? 
"City Plats" as a sufficient designation. 
The designation "Personal Prop- 


erty" shall be sufficient description of all personal property for the purpose 
of City taxation, and personal property assessed need not be otherwise speci- 
fied or described on the tax assessment roll. 


EQUALIZING BOARD 


Section 102. 
HOW COMPOSED: The Equalization Board of the City 


shall be composed of the members of the City Commission and the City Man- 
ager and it shall meet on the second Monday of September of each year. 
The City Auditor and Clerk shall be the clerk of such board and shall keep- 
an accurate record of all changes made ift the valuations of property and of 
all other proceedings of said board. 


Section 103. 
MAY ADJOURN FROM TIME TO TIME: The Equaliz- 


ing Board may adjourn from day to day until its work is completed and three 
members shall constitute a quorum to transact business.

present the City Auditor and Clerk may adjourn the Board from day to day 
and publicly announce the time to which the meeting is to be adjourned.

NOTICE OF MEETING TO BE PUBLISHED: Annual- 


ly, not earlier than fifteen days and not later than five days prior to th& 
meeting of the Equalization Board provided for in the foregoing paragraph, 
the City Auditor and Clerk shall cause to be published in a newspaper of 
the City, notice that the City assessment roll will be submitted to the Equal- 
ization Board for approval on the date and at the place and time fixed for sue h 
meeting and requiring all persons desiring to have corrections made in such 
roll whether in the listing, valuation of property or otherwise, to file with 
him on or before the day previous to the meeting of such Equalization Board, 
their petitiens setting forth their objections to such assessment and the cor- 
rections which they desire to have made. 


Section 105. 
COMPLAINTS TO RECEIVE CONSIDERATION: 
All 


petitions for the correction of assessments so filed with the City Clerk and 
Auditor shall be delivered by him to the Equalizing Board with the City 
assessment roll at the first meeting of the Board in September and the 
Equalizing Board, sitting at the usual meeting place of the City Commission 
shall receive, consider and act upon said petitions and shall give such peti- 
tioners or their agents permission to be heard in person or by their attornej s.

the Equalizing Board shall have the right to change the valuation or assess 
ment of any real or personal property upon the roll by increasing or decreas- 
ing the assessed valuation thereof as shall be reasonable and just to render 
taxation uniform; provided that the valuation of any real or personal prop- 
erty, as returned by the assessor shall not be increased to exceed twen*y 
per cent without first giving the owner or his agent notice of the intention 
of the Board to increase it. Such notice shall be by personal service upou 
the owner or agent by leaving a copy of the written notice at his usual place 
of business or last place of residence and shall state therein the time when

Section 107. 
OMMISSIONS FROM ASSESSMENT ROLLS: 
The- 


Equalizing Board must place upon and add to the assessment roll any prop- 
erty, real or personal, subject to taxation, which has been omitted there- 
from by the owner or by the assessor and enter the same at such valuation 
that it will bear an equal and just proportion of taxation. 


Section 108. 
SESSIONS TO BE OPEN: 
During the sessions of the 


Equalizing Board it shall be open to the public.- Any person or his attorney 
or agent feeling aggrieved by anything in the assessment roll may apply 
to the Equalizing Board in person for the correction of alleged errors in 
listing or inequalization in the value of his property, whether real or per- 
sonal, and the Board may take such action as it may deem just and proper 
In the premises. 


Section 109. 
FAILURE TO RETURN PROPERTY FOR TAXATIONr 


If the Board has reason to believe that any person has failed to return to 
the assessor all property required by law to be returned or if any refuse to 
swear to the return which he has made, the Board may notify the person who 
has failed to make return or to swear to same, requiring him to appear, and 
may examine such person on oath in regard to the property in question anil 
if such person so notified refuses to appear, the Board may fix the valuation; 
of the property at such sum as is deemed just and proper, as provided. Any 
person feeling aggrieved at any decision ot the Equalizing Board in any mat- 
ter that »he has called upon such Board to correct, alter or change, with, 
reference to the listing or valuation of his own property, may appeal to the 
Circuit Court. 


Section 110. 
COMPLETION OF ROLL: 
All changes made by the 


Equalizing Board shall be noted in the preliminary assessment roll by the 
City Auditor and Clerk, and within ten days after the Equalizing Board shall 
have concluded its examination and correction of the assessment roll, it 
shall be submitted in corrected form duly certified to by the City Auditor and 
Clerk as having been corrected and equalized by the Equalizing Board, to 
the City Commission and shall stand as the assessment for the year of the 
taxable property within the City. 


Section 111. 
LEVY BY THE CITY COMMISSION: As soon as prac- 


ticable after the receipt of the assessment roll, and not later than the second 
Monday in October, the -City Commission shall determine the amount md 
fix the rate of taxation and make the annual tax levy for the current year. 
The City Auditor and Clerk shall note the said several levies on the assess- 
ment roll and .shall reject in his calculations the fraction of a cent when, 
less than half and count as one cent vilhen any fraction is one-half or nver. 
He shall enter upon said assessment roll such recapitulation as may be neces- 
sary to show clearly and concisely the totals of the various tax levies mad«.

(Continued from Page Bight) 


[grant or renewal thereof shall be made in violation of any of the limitations 
I contained in this Charter. The City Commission may by ordinance call an 
I election for such purpose, or this action may he instituted by the initiative as 
[ provided in this Charter. 
Such election shall be held as provided by this 


Charter tor the holding of other elections and all qualified voters who pay 
taxes on real or personal property, may vote thereon. 
' 


Section 166. 
PERIOD OF GRANTS: No such grant or franchise shall 


be exclusive, nor shall }t be made for a longer period than twenty years. 
No such grant or franchise shall be renewed earlier than two years prior to 
its expiration unless the City Commission shall by unanimous vote of its 
members first declare by ordinance its intention of considering a. renewal 
thereof. All-grants of rights to make extension of any public utility shall be 
subject as far as practicable to the terms of the original grant and shall 
expire therewith. 


Section 167. 
"CONDITIONS: The City Commission In ordinances grant- 


ing or renewing any franchise to construct and operate a public utility, and 
subject to the approval of a majority of the qualified electors, as provided In 
Section 166, shall prescribe the kind and quality of service or product to be 
furnished, the rate or rates to be charged therefor, the manner in which the 
streets and public grounds shall be used and occupied, and other terms 
and conditions conducive to the public interest. All such grants and re- 
newals thereof shall reserve to the City the right to terminate the same 
upon purchasing all of the property, and property rights of- the utility as 
well as extetasions thereof wihin or without the City, used in'or useful in 
or connected with such utility and extension, as may be provided for in the 
ordinance making the grant.-or.renewal and including all contracts for service 
or motor power fairly and reasonably made in good faith by the utility, at a 
price either'fixed id the ordinance or to be fixed in the manner provided by 
the .ordinance making the grant or the renewal of the grant, such contracts 
If so purchased to be performed by the City. Nothing In such ordinance shall 
prevent the'City from acquiring the property of any such utility by condem- 
nation proceedings or in any other lawful mode; and all such methods of ac- 
quisition shall be alternative to the power of purchase reserved in' the grant 
or renewal as hereby provided. In such event, however, said contracts of 
such utility shall be performed by the City. Upon the acquisition by the City 
of-the property of any utility, by purchase, condemnation, or otherwise, all 
grants or renewals shall at-once terminate. 


Section 168. 
ASSIGNMENT OF GRANTS: 
No such grant or fran- 


chise shall b.e leased, assigned or otherwise alienated except with the express 
consent of the City Commission. ' 


Section 169. 
EXTENSION BY ANNEXATION: It shall be provided in 


every such grant that upon the annexation of any territory to the City the 
portion of any such utility that may be located within such annexed territory 
and upon the streets, alleys or public grounds thereof, shall thereafter be 
subject to all the terms of the grant as though it were an extension made 
thereunder. 


- 
Section 170. 
RIGHT OF REGULATION: 
All grants shall be sub- 


ject to the right of the City, whether in the terms reserved or not, to control 
at all times the distribution of space in, over, under or across .all streets, alleys 
or public grounds occupied by public utility fixtures, and, when in the opinion 
of the City Commission the public interest so requires, such fixtures may be 
caused to be reconstructed, relocated, altered or discontinued; and said City 
shall at all times have the power to pass all regulatory ordinances affecting 
such utilities, which, in the opinion of the City Commission are required in 
the interests of the public health, safety or accommodation. 


Section 171. 
FORFEITURES: 
If any action shall be instituted or 


prosecuted directly or indirectly by the grantee of any such grant, or by its 
stockholders or creditors, to set aside or have declared void any of the terms 
of such grant, the whole of such grant may be thereupon forfeited and 
annulled at the option of the City Commission, to be expressed by ordinance. 
All such grants shall make provision for the declaration of a forfeiture by 
tie City Commission for the violation by the grantee of any of the terms 
thereof. 


Section 172. 
ACCOUNTS AND REPORTS: Every person or corpor- 


ation operating a public utility within the City limits, whether under a grant 
heretofore or hereafter obtained, shall keep and maintain at some place with- 
in the City suitable and complete books of accounts, showing in detail the 
assets, financial obligations, gross revenues, net profits and all the operations 
of such utility which are usually shown by a complete system of bookkeeping. 


Each such person or corporation, within sixty days after the end of 


each of its fiscal years, unless the City Commission shall extend the time, 
shall file with the City Commission a report for the preceding fiscal year, 
showing the gross revenue, the net profits, expenses of repairs, betterments 
and additions, amount paid for salaries, amount paid for interest and dis- 
count, other expenses of operation, and such other information, if any, as 
the City Commission may from time to time prescribe. If the City Com- 
mission shall prescribe the form for such reports, then such reports shall be 
made in the form from time to time prescribed by the City Commission. 


It shall be the duty of .each such person or corporation to furnish the City 


Commission such supplementary or special information about its affairs as 
the City Commission may demand; and the City Commission or its author- 
ized representative, shall at any and all reasonable times have access to 
all the books, records and papers of each and every such person or corpor- 
ation, with the privilege of taking copies of same or any part thereof. 


The duties herein prescribed may be specifically enforced by appropriate 


legal proceedings; and, in addition, each such person, or corporation, for fail- 
ure to cbmply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to the City of 
New Smyrna, Florida, in the sum of twenty-five dollars per day for each day 
of such failure, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the City. 


The provisions of this section do not apply to any utility extending in its 


-operations to other communities not properly suburban to the City of New 
Smyrna, Florida.

Section 173. 
GRANTS NOT INCLUDED: Revocable permits for lay- 


ing spur tracks across or along streets, alleys or public grounds to connect 
a steam or electric railroad with any property in need of switching facilities 
shall not be regarded as a grant within the'meaning of this Charter, but may 
be permitted in accordance with such terms and conditions as the City Com- 
mission may by ordinance prescribe. 


Section VIA. 
GENE.RAL PROVISIONS: Nothing in this Charter con- 


tained shall operate in any way, except as herein specifically stated, to limit 
the City Commission in the exercise of any of its lawful powers respecting 
iublic utilities, or to prohibit the City Commission from imposing in any 
such grant such further restrictions and provisions as it may deem to be in 
the public interest provided only that the same are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Charter or the constitution of the State. 


COMPENSATION OF OFFICERS AND EMPLOYES 


Section 175. 
SALARIES: The City'Commission shall fix by ordinance 


the salary or compensation o£ the City Attorney, Municipal Judge, Clerk,, 
heads of the departments, members of the police and fire forces and mem- 
bers of boards. The City Manager shall fix the number and compensation of 
all otlier officers and .employes. The salaries or compensation so .fixed, shall 
be uniform for like services in each grade of the City service as the same 
shall be graded or classified by the City Manager. All such salaries and 
rates of pay with dates ot employment and discharge shall be immediately 
reported to the City Auditor and Clerk. All fees and moneys received or 
collected by officers and, employes, other than the City Auditor and Clerk, 
shall be immediately paiu over to the City Auditof and Clerk on the date of 
their 
receipt.

Sectiqn 17G. 
OATH OF OFFICE: 
Every officer of the City shall, 


before entering upon the duties of his office take and subscribe to an oath 
or affirmation to be filed and kept in the office of the City Auditor and Clerk; 
which oath shall be in the form prescribed for State officers by the consti- 
tution of tlie State. 


Section 177. 
OFFICIAL BONDS: The City Commission'or City Man- 


ager, in fixing the salary of any officer, clerk or employe shall determine 
whether or not such officer, clerk or employe shall give bond, and the amount 
thereof, which bond shall be procured from a regularly accredited surety 
company authorized lo do business under the laws of Florida, the premium 
on sucb> bonds to be paid by the City. All such bonds shall be filed in the 
office of the City Auditor and Clerk.

Section 178. 
CONTINUANCE OF PRESENT OFFICERS: 
All per- 


sons holding office at the time this Charter goes into effect shall continue 
in office and in the performance of their duties until provisions-have been 
othenvise made in accordance with the provisions of this Charter for the per- 
formance or discontinuance of the duties of any such officer. When such 
provision shall have been made, and notice thereof given by resolution 
adopted by the City Commission, the term of any such officer shall expire 
and the office be deemed abolished. 


ELECTIONS. 


Section 179. 
TIME OF HOLDING ELECTIONS: Regular municipal 


elections shall be held each year on the first Tuesday after 'the third Monday 
in' March; primary elections shall be held OB the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in February of each year. Any matter which by the terms of this 
Charter may be submitted to tlie electors of the Oily at any special election 
may be submitted and voted upon at a primary election or at a regular munici- 
pal election. 


Section 180. 
REGISTRATION: The CJty Auditor and Clerk shall be 


registration officer of the City, and shall keep a book in which shall be en- 
tered the names of all the qualified electors of the City who shall in person 
make application for registration; and only registered electors shall be per- 
mitted to vote at any election. 


Prior to any primary, general or suei'tal election, ihr Clerk shall open 


the registration books for the registration of electors on such dates us irHl 
permit of registration on each Tuesday. Thursday and Saturday in the two 
weeks immediately preceding the sevcmh day prior to such election and 
shall keep the same open from 9 o'cloek to 12 o'clock in yie forenoon, and 
Ironi 2 o'clock to 5 o'clock in the afternoon, on each Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday until 5 p. m. of the Saturday immediately "preceding the seventh 
day prior to such election, at which time it shall be closed. 


Every person entitled to vote for members o_f the General Assembly, by 


the laws of the'State, who is or will be twenty-one years of age, and who will 
-nave resided in the City of New Smyrna for six months prior to the day of 
election, for which such registration book is open, shall be entitled to reg- 
ister. Nothing herein shall be construed to require State and County reg- 
istration as a prerequisite to registration in the City.

the duty of the City Commission at its first regular meeting in January 
of each year, to revise the registration book and cause to be stricken there- 
from the names of such persons as are known, or shall be known to the 
satisfaction of the City Commission to have died or cease to reside in the 
City, or who are otherwise disqualified; and a list of the names not so 
stricken shall, before the time for opening the registration book for the next 
election thereafter, be published in a newspaper published in the City at 
least ten days preceding the opening of said registration book. 


Section 182. 
RESTORATION OF NAMES: If any person whose name 


has been improperly stricken from the registiation oook shall appear be- 
fore the registration officer at any time when he shall have the registration 
book open and shall take the oath required of persons desiring to register, 
his name shall be restored to the registration book. 


Section 183. 
NOTING PAYMENT OF POLL TAXES: Immediately af- 


ter the closing of the registration book preceding any election, the City 
Auditor and Clerk shall transmit the sanie to the County Supervisor of 
Registration and have noted thereon the names of the registered electors 
who have paid their poll taxes for two years next preceding the year in which 
such election is held, prior to the second Saturday in the month preceding 
the day upon which such election shall be held.

ELECTIONS, HOW ARRANGED FOR: The City Com- 


mission shall make all necessary arrangements-lor holding all City elections, 
and shall declare the result thereof. 
Inspectors and clerks of election 


shall be appointed by the City Commission, except that if the Commission 
shall fail to appoint them at least two days before the date of any election, 
the Mayor may appoint them. The City Commission shall issue a proc- 
lamation calling any general, primary or special election,- except as herein 
otherwise provided for, stating therein where the same shall be held, and 
naming the different offices to be filled or questions to be decided and shall 
cause the same to be published once each week for four consecutive weeks 
immediately preceding the day of election in a newspaper published in the 
City or to be posted in three public places in the City, the first publication 
or posting to be not less thirty days prior to said election. 


Section 185. 
CANVESS OF RETURNS: The result of the voting at 


each polling place, when ascertained, shall be certified by return in dupli- 
cate, signed by the clerk and a majority of the inspectors of election,, one 
copy being delivered by such clerk and inspectors to the Mayor and the other 
to the City Auditor and Clerk, both of whom shall transmit such returns to 
the City Commission at a meeting to be held at 12 o'clock noon on the day 
following tha election. At such meeting the City Commission shall canvass 
the returns and the result as shown by such returns shall be by the City 
Commission declared to be the result of the election. The City Auditor and 
Clerk shall, not later than noon of the second day after the election, furnish 
a certificate of election to each person shown to have been elected. 


Section 186. 
BALLOTS: The ballots shall conform as nearly as pos- 


sible to the form of ballots prescribed by the general election law of the 
State. 


Section 187. 
PETITIONS FOR PLACE ON PRIMARY BALLOT: Can- 


didates for the office of City Commissioner shall be nominated only by a 
non-partisan primary election. The name of any elector of the City shall be 
printed upon the primary ballot if there is filed with the City Auditor and 
Clerk a petition in accordance with the following provisions, to-wit: 


(a) Such petition shall state the name of eaeh person whose 


name is presented for a place upon'the ballot and that he is a can- 
didate for the office of City Commissioner for the City of New 
Smyrna, Florida. 


(b) Such petitions shall be signed by electors of the munici- 


pality equal in number to fifteen per cent of the total number 'of 
registered voters in the City. 


(c) Each elector signing a petition shall add to his signaturee 


the date of signing, and may subscribe to one nomination for each 
of the places to be filled and no more. All signatures shall be made 
with ink or indelible pencil. 


(d) The signatures of all the petitioners need not be appended 


to one paper, but to each separate paper there shall be attached an 
affidavit of the circulator thereof, stating the number of signers 
thereto; that each person signed in his presence on the date men- 
tioned, and that the signature is that of the person whose name it 
purports to be. 


(e) 
Such petition shall not be signed by any elector more 


than forty-five days prior to the day of such primary election and 
such-petition shall be filed with the City Auditor and Clerk not less 
than twenty days previous to the day of such election. 
Section 188. 
ACCEPTANCE: Any person whose name has been sub- 


mitted for candidacy by any such petition shall file his acceptance of such 
candidacy, together witlj his affidavit to-tlie effect that he is qualified to vote 
at such election, with the City Auditor and Clerk not later than fifteen days 
previous to such primary election; otherwise his name shall not appear upon 
the ballot. 


Section 189. 
NOMINATION AND ELECTION: 
The candidates for 


nomination to the office of City Commissioner who shall receive the greatest 
vote in such primary election shall be placed upon the ballot at the next 
regular municipal election in number not to exceed twice the number of 
vacancies in the City Commission to be filled, and the candidates at the reg- 
ular municipal election not-exceeding the number of places to be filled, who 
shall receive the greatest number of votes at such regular municipal election, 
shall be declared elected. A tie between two or more candidates for City 
Commissioner shall be decided by lot, to be conducted by the City Attorney. 
When there are less than three persons nominated by petition, as set forth 
in Section 187, then and in that eVent no primary shall be held and the City 
Commission shall declare the persons so nominated by petition as aforesaid, 
as nominees for the office of City Commission, at the regular municipal elec- 
tion; however, if more than two persons are nominated by petition, as afore- 
said, then it shall be the duty of the City Commission to hold a primary 
election as aforesaid. 


Except as otherwise provided for in this Charter, officers shall assume 


their duties on the first day of May, following the date of their election. 


Section 190. -- GENERAL LAWS TO APPLY: 
All elections shall be 


conducted, except as othenvise specifically provided under this Charter, 
under the rules and conditions prescribed by law, and subject to the general 
election laws of the State.

Any proposed ordinances, in- 


cluding ordinances for the repeal or amendment of ordinances then in effect, 
may be submitted to (he City Commission by petition signed by at Ipast

If a majority of the electors voting on any such 
proposed ordinance shall vote in favor thereof, it shall thereupon become 
an ordinance of the City.

as to its form by the City Attorney, whose duty it shall be to draft such 
proposed ordinance in proper legal language if called upon so to do, and to 
render such other service to persons desiring to propose such ordinance as 
shall be necessary to make the same proper for consideration by the City- 
Commission. 


Section 197. 
AMENDMENTS AND REPEALS: No ordinance adopted 


by an electoral vote can be repealed or amended except by an electoral vote; 
but an ordinance to repeal or amend any such ordinance may, by resolution 
of the City Commission, be submitted to an electoral vote at any regular 
election, or at any special municipal election called for some other purpose, 
provided notice of the intention to do so be published by the City Commis- 
sion not more than sixty days nor less than thirty days prior to such election, 
in the manner required for the publication of ordinances. If an amendment 
is so proposed, such notice shall contain the proposed amendment in full. 
Such submission shall be in the same manner, and the vote shall have the 
same effect, as in case of ordinances submitted to an electoral vote by pop- 
ular petition.
